The latter party is 
now in control, said the judge, who 
returned from Russia less than six 
months ago. 


The system of 
government in 


Russia is a scheme of local economy

ty elects representatives to a coun- 
cil and the council ejects the gen- 
eral government officials. 


All property has been made gov- 


ernmental, according to Judge iFsh- 
er, and all trade, except through 
•he government, is illegal. Private 
;rading is carried on in spite of the

Commerce is being carried on inter- 
nally, the great difficulty being the 
parlyzation of the transportation 
system, due to lade of repairs on the 
engines.

A Judge For Dane County 
State Litigation Imposes a Big Burden on Dane County; Mil- 


waukee Has Several Circuit Judges 


T 


HE bill pending in the Assembly providing for an additional 
judge for the Superior Court of Daine county, to be paid out 


of the state treasury, is backed by considerations of plain jus- 
tice. 


From considerations of economy and expediency, the law 


wisely provides that appeals from the various state commis- 
sions, and actions against state officers, shall be heard and tried 
in the circuit court for Dane county. The convenience, as well 
as economy of time and money, resulting from this provision, 
is apparent, and that it is the privilege of the state so to provide 
goes without saying. 


But the result to the administration of justice in Dane 


connty Is most serious. Upwards of 150 cases occupied the at- 
tention of the circuit court during the past year. These are all 
cases of importance and require time for their consideration and 
disposition. The work which they impose upon the circuit court 
is not to be measured by the time and labor consumed in a like 
number of ordinary-cases. The result is that the Dane county 
courts are clogged. The trial of cases is being delayed. This 
means that justice is not speedy, and that conditions are de- 
veloping in this county that do not obtain anywhere else in the 
state, except it be in Milwaukee connty. 


One of the things in which this state may justly take pride 


Is the fact that the judicial machinery is sufficiently adequate 
for the prompt dispatch of all litigation. The state, at its own 
expense, furnishes adequate circuit court machinery for the dis- 
patch of consequential litigation in every county of the state. 
Dane county is entitled to the same consideration that is ac- 
corded to other counties. 


When Milwaukee county outgrew its circuit court facilities, 


It was provided by constitutional amendment for the election of 
a sufficient number of circuit judges to properly handle the 
judicial business of that county. 
.That amendment provides 


that more than one circuit judge may be elected in counties 
having more than one hundred thousand population. It was 
not the mere fact that the county had more than 100,000 popu- 
lation that prompted this. It was prompted by the fact that 
the judicial machinery was not adequate for the dispatch of 
business. 


While Dane county does not have 100,000 population, and 


cannot elect an additional circuit judge by reason of that pro- 
vision, Its judicial machinery is, nevertheless, inadequate for 
the prompt dispatch of the judicial busniess of the county, and 
the same responsibility rests upon the state to accord to the 
people of this community judicial facilities adequate to their 
necessities. 


While we recognize the propriety of the state in providing 


for the trial of its cases at the seat of government, nevertheless, 
when by so doing it hampers the prompt trial of personal litiga- 
tion, it seems plain that the state should come to the relief of 
this community by the prompt passage of the bill providing for 
an additional judge of the Superior Court, which will relieve the 
circuit court of much of its litigation, and furnish local judicial 
machinery for the same prompt dispatch of litigation that ob- 
tains elsewhere in the state. 


We believe that an understanding of existing conditions 


will prompt the legislature to extend to this community this 
simple measure of justice.

It was very amusing to read the 


views held by Assemblyman Peltie'r 
of Door County in regard to small 
pox and vaccination, in your issue of 
March 1. If quoted correctly, his 
knowledge of the disease and the 
methods of preventing it would 
hardly do justice to the average boy 
in the public schools. 


It is unfortunate for the state 


that a man holding such views in 
this day and age can be elected to 
our legislature, where on account of 
his position his views on any subject 
will be spread broadcast on the front 
pages of our daily newspapers and, 
of course, some people v/ill believe 
him. It is not my purpose to de- 
fend vaccination for it will stand 
on its own merits, but in order to 
enlighten our learned statesman and 


ssetnblyman I am going to quote: a 
few facts concerning this subject 
in regard to several European na- 
tions. 


According to Soncek small pox 


was very prevalent in Vienna in 1915 
when there were 1566 cases, of 
which 850 or 22 %, were fatal. Of 
this total number of cases, only 84 
had been vaccinated or revacciaated 
within the last six year*," and of 
the 3BO fatal cases, only . tw<? .had 
been. successfully vaccinate'd. 
This 


epidemic showed, therefore, an al- 
most exclusive Incidence among the 
nmvaccinated or those, who were no 


longer sufficiently protected by vac- 
cination. 


The efficacy of vaccination in the 


(case of the German, army during the 
ttar is emphasized by Soberheim, 
who states that when. Germ an troops 
invaded* $htf~ districts of Poland in 
which amah ftaa was rampant, they 
were practically^&naffected by 
the 


disease, 
although 
they . remained 


their for months, and personal hy- 
giene was quite out of the question, 
their immunity being due to 
re-

The defective vaccination, of the 


Polish population was shown not on- 
ly by the large number of small-pox 
cases, but also'by the predominance 
of the disease in children. Its dis- 
tribution among the' various classes 
of the Polish population was also 
very instructive. The Jews who had 
their children vaccinated: in infancy 
were little affected by small pox. 
while the^-Poles who had neglected 
vaccination suffered severely. : That 
it was only the.performance of vac- 
cination which, accounted for the dif- 
ferase in the distribution of small 
pox was shown by comparison with 
other infections diseases. 


Fasquelle, who was director of 


the anti-email pox service of 
the 


French arniy during: the war, states 
that whereas 
in 1870—1, 125,000 


French soldiers at least contracted 
small pox with 23,470 deaths, and 


more than 
18,000 deaths occurred 


among 200,000 cases in Paris alone, 
this is the first time in history that 
a war has not been accompanied by 
an epidemic of 
small • pox. 
The 


French army as a whole had only 
12 <^S*B of .small pox during the 
four .years, of war with only one 
death; 
Fasquelle attributes this 


magnificent result to the laws of 
1902 and 1915 on compulsory vacci- 
nation and revaccinatkm, the free 
distribution 
of 
active" lymph 


throughout France,, and the vigorous 
measures employed in the army, in- 
cluding compulsory vaccination ol 
all officers, among whom the inciT 
dence of small pox used to be higher 
than amoEg privates.
